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During the period. 28 July to 1 August, the average daily number of operational 
freight cars available in the Soviet Zone was 84,561. During the same period, 
the average daily number of cars loaded was “TT4. 


2. During the period of 1 to 8 August, the average daily backlog of undispatched 
cars was 26,017. During the same period, the average daily number of cars 
loaded for the Soviets was 689. 


3. On ij August, 371 locomotives were available to the Soviets. of these, 130 were 
operational, 168 in reserve and 73 under repair. 


4. On 1 August,’12,5 days' coal supply was available. On the same day, 105,348 tons 
of hard coal were on hand. — ' 
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
